fly pressure from the Spanish police 
the reports furnished by them could 
able the French puttee to take these 
sures against Spanish militants legally 
lident in France and who were wel- 
net! there as political refugees* 

In the particular case of Antonio Ros, 
should be recalled that he was one of 
the 21 imprisoned in the course of a 


vest operation against the FUL carried 
out by the police throughout the whole 
of France four years ago. On his release 
he went to Belgium from where he 
relumed a few months ago and regained 
the legal right of residence in France, 
where he again took up his profession. 
The expulsion order was served on him 
on September 16, without warning or 
explanation, and gave him a week in 
which to leave the country, His identity 
card, work and residence permits, and 
the card designating him a political 
refugee, were all confiscated. Apart from 
mobilising all possible legal resources to 
prevent this arbitrary measure we con¬ 
sider it our duty to amuse public opinion 
to this injustice and to the danger which 
such measures represent. We ask you to 
publicise this new outrage against the 
rights of the Spanish exiles, and to 
protest against this abuse of police 
power. 

We add a renewed appeal for material 
and moral support for those who are 
suffering persecution under the Franco 
dictatorship and who are struggling for 
the liberty of the Spanish people*

The Social 
Democrats split in half because of these 
demos* the left wing m support* the 
right wing against the students and blam¬ 
ing the Government for not being strict 
enough The right wing's predictions 
were correct in that student activity in¬ 
creased as a reaction v Polizei and led 
by the Berlin Commies, an especially 
closely-1 nit group of f ormer SOS 
members 

One of these* Frilr Teufd (Teufel— 
Devil), was imprisoned on June 11 as a 
result of his activities 
^ To celebrate his release an open air 


festival was held in the Berlin City 
Centre, with love, wine. food, dancing 
and lots and lots of people. 

Obviously Albertz could neither pacify 
the students nor solve the economic 
troubles of the city, so that the right 
wing, among them the First Secretary 
of the General Union of Berlin Students, 
was afraid of an alliance of students 
and workers. 

Because of the pressures of the stu¬ 
dents and workers, Albertz resigned. 
While the party is still struggling over 
which right wing man the next Mayor 
should be, the community has solved 
the problem in its own way, 

In another 'bc-in T they are going to 
call out ihe new Mayor, Fritz — — 
but they have |o get him out of prison 
first, where he is at the moment.

GREEK EMBASSY TRIAL 


A statement by defendants. relatives 
mid friends present at the court 

l T r HF IMPRISONMENT of Terry 
* Chandler for IS months, Michael 
Randle for 12 months. Del F*ley for six 
months, and heavy fines ranging from 
£20 to £100 on eleven other defendants, 
was an extraordinary demonstration of 
injustice* 

The judge* Mr Justice Widgtfry. clearly 
stated that all were being sentenced on 
past records They were in effect being 
tried again in respect of fines paid and 
sentences served, (Michael Randle, for 
instance, was sentenced to 18 months 
for the Wethersfield demonstration uf 
1-961.) This is grossly unjust 
The judge admitted that all acted in 
good conscience in an emergency situa¬ 
tion in response to the military coup 
d'etat in Greece. 11 was self-evident that 
Michael Randle was picked out not only 
because of his past record but because 
from the dock he made a sensitive and 
spirited defence of the action of all ihe 


defendant i 

It was apparent that in default of 
finding any 'ring had erf the fudge. in 
a wholly arbitrary way, picked on Terry 
Chandler and MU huel Handle in par- 
titular.

pOLONBL PATAKOS enlarged 
^' the loll of his Fascist dictatorship 
last week, To his 6,000>t>r-so 
prisoners in (rrecce, were added one 
in Wandsworth* one in Pcntonvillc 
anti one in Wormwood Scrubs* 

The Labour Party Conference at 
Scarborough passed a strongly 
worded motion demanding support 
for a working-class revolution in 
Greece* At the same hour. Wilson's 
judge at the Old Hailey was 
sentencing Mike Randle, Terry 
Chandler and Del Foley. The irony 
is complete. 

Terry (15 months), Mike (12 
months) and Del (6 months) were 
the scapegoats selected by Lord 
‘Justice' Widgcry from the 41 
arrested at the Greek Embassy last 
April. Ten others were lined and 
ihe remainder conditionally dis¬ 
charged. After a shady deal, of 
which more Inter, all bad pleaded 
guilty to ‘unlawful assembly" and 
pleas of not guilty to the other 
charges were accepted. Terry and 
Mike were sentenced on the basis 
of their previous records, and in 
Mike's case a speech he made to 
ihe Judge. ITel Foley's sentence is 
a clear miscarriage of even liberal 
justice and should be easily reversed 
on appeal. 

SHADY MACHINATIONS 

There was no ‘trial'. Instead, the 
police offered terms which were 
acccpl ed by t he de mons t ra l ors, The 
complicity of Stale; police, judiciary 
and lawyers (‘defence' and prosecu¬ 
tion) in a sorry tale of machinal ions 
and double-dealing will be fully 
documented elsewhere. What is 
clear is lhat the prosecution were so 
unsure of their case that they were 
only too anxious to ‘settle out of 
court'. 

I believe the decision was a mis¬ 
take. Terry Chandler's only hope 
was an acquittal, of which there was 
always a possibility until the decision 
to plead "guilty'. In the event, this 
outside chance for Terry was sacri¬ 
ficed for illusory gains; ihe only 
people to benefit were the police, 
amply shown by their undisguised 
exhilaration after the deal was 
announced, in and around the Court 
on Wednesday morning. 

CHARGES IRRELEVANT 

That the gains were illusory is 
shown by the prosecution's anxiety 
to obtain a conviction on any one of 



a dozen possible charges. They 
knew that sentence would be given 
on the basis of the action which was 
carried olit at the Embassy; the form 
of words, the actual charge used, 
was not relevant. This is shown by 
ihe fact thut the Judge, in passing 
sentence, did not mention tire specific 
charge. He spoke of the demonstra¬ 
tion itself. At the end of a hard- 
foughi trial, if the verdict Was still 
‘guUiy\ the sentences would have 
substantially the same* for ihe 
same pleas in mitigation could have 
been entered and the Judge's mind 
would have been no less made up. 

The police were unable to present 
evidence (all credit to the demonstra¬ 
tors, this) of any leadership 1 by one 
more than another; so Widgery. in 
his search for scapegoats, had to 
decide for himself who was most 
import ant. First he eliminated 
the students* Everyone knows that 
students gel up to mischief after all, 
he was a student himself once 
(did yon ever hear of a student 
getting sent down for a rag* jape 
which would cost one of us two 
years?). The students, young and 
easily led as they were, had obviously 
been rushed into it in the emotional 
heat of the moment Conditional 
discharges for them. Similarly with 
the others who had no previous 
convictions, or one or two of a 
minor nature. That left 16 people 
with a lot of 'form'. He remanded 
them in custody overnight. 

It was quite dear, said the Judge 
the next day, that Ihe remaining 
defendants were different from the 
excitable students he had dealt with 
the day before. They were not 
students at all; it was significant that 
many had several convictions for 
other political activities, ‘which put 
them in militant mood and at odds 


with authority many bad become 
persistent law-breakers, and wort)

(De¬ 
spite the alleged fuel ffmi I he re arc no 
political prisoners in Fnglish law, the 
Judge had no difficulty accepting the 
distinction!) This ’showed his stale of 
mind' But as readers of Fm i im»m will 
know, Del s olfico-brcukmg wuh as poli¬ 
tical flri his other offences, for the ofBco 
was a Civil Defence HQ. Judge Widgery 
should do his homework hctier. 

QUICK PROTESTS 
The sentence* brought quick protests 
from predictable quarters, and some UOl 
so predictable. The National Council 
for Civil I E her lies condemned them ns 
'vicious', people thould in [he public 
gallery of the Court, the Save Greece 
Now Committee pointed out the injus¬ 
tice or sentencing people on the basis 
of past record alone, and several of die 
other defendants staled their equal re¬ 
sponsibility with the arbitrarily selected 
’leaders'. More surprising and more ex- 
^citing was the Gwardfan's editorial of 
" October 6, which it published heedless 
of ihe fact that it was undeniably corn 
tempt of court, Fur anarchists, the spec¬ 
tacle of the liberal Guardian contorting 
its befuddled mind to condemn the sen¬ 
tences and yet not appuar too radical 
Contintictl on pa a* 2 


VIETNAM: LEFT DEFENDS RIGHT 


TN THE STRUGGLE to bring peace 
^ to Vietnam, and get all foreign troops 
out, no one has done more to protect 
Harold Wilson from direct attack (for 
his complicity in the war) than the Left 
of the Labour Party. The effect of the 
thinking and activity of Fenner Brock- 
way and the late Konni Zilliacus has 
been to direct the movement solely 
against US intervention and away from 
actual British responsibility. 

The Labour Left is aided and abetted 
in this by the Communist Party and the 
va rio us lef t ist sects , The motives in 
many individual cases arc, I am sure, 
perfectly genuine but the leaders arc 
playing internal power politics with Viet¬ 
nam as the excuse and the means. This 
is shallow, vicious and disastrous to the 
success of the campaign* It plays directly 
into Wilson's hands 

May 1 take two recent examples? On 
September 21, Iris Murdoch wrote what 
seemed to be a powerfully worded 
article on Vietnam on the front page of 
the Listener. In fact it let Wilson off the 
hook absolutely She wrote (my cm- 
phases) : 

'Out government has been a false 
friend of America here. We ought tu use 
our position of comparative detachment 
to make a more searching criticism of 
American policy ami hi make moral 
judgments upon it where these seem 
appropriate Our government ought to 
dissociate itself firmly and mi clearly 
atoned grounds from the further prose¬ 
cution of (hut callous war * 

The fact is that the British Govern¬ 
ment t$ not at all ’detached 1 from ihe 
US and the war in Vietnam B wav 
British troops that divided Vietnam into 
two in 1945. It was British troops that 
reinstalled French power in Vietnam in 
ihe same year. It was Sir Anthony Fdeu 
who though! up and promoted the seven 
point secret agreement of (954 under 
winch the US was to stay in what was 
culled ‘retained Vietnam* despite what¬ 
ever was said tu the Geneva Agreements 
just about to be signed The text of this 


agreement was later published and is to 
he found on pages 02/3 of F.den's 
Full Circle (I960). 

It was then Douglas-Home and later 
Wilson who subsequently confirmed 
Anglo-American mutual aid in SE Asia. 
The basic policy is simple: US support 
for Britain in Malaysia in return for 
British support for the US in Vietnam. 

In earnest of this agreement President 
Kennedy, in 1961, asked for Brigadier 
Robert Thompson from the British Army 
in Malaya (an expert of the strategic 
village idea). He went to Saigon with 
a Military Mission and remained there 
for about two yeans. 

There is a British Ambassador m 
Saigon. South Vietnamese troops are 
trained by the British Army in Job ore 
In Thailand 700 British troops have 
finished building one military base for 
the Americans (nominally, of course, 
for the Thai Government!) and, accord¬ 
ing to my information, have recently 
started work on a second base Hong¬ 
kong is at the disposal of ihe Americans 
as a very useful communications link 
British military and other supplies, in¬ 
cluding hovercraft and tear gas, are used 
in Vietnam. 

This brings me to the second point 
about IrU Murdoch's case Because she 
cither does not know, or does no I want 
to know, about the long and close in¬ 
volvement of the British Government in 
the war in Vietnam, ihe ihinix of dis¬ 
sociation in an abstract and moral way 
only This kind of dissociation is mean* 
inglcit Dissociation is a deed, or a aeries 
of deeds, or it is nothing 

To dissociate from the US in Vietnam 
is to go through the list (certainly much 
longer than any of us can know) of 
actual physical commitments to the war 
on the part of this country and terminate 
them physically To take the most ob¬ 
vious example to long as those troops 
remain in Thailand dissociation js non¬ 
sense. Then of courac it is politically 
naive to suppose that Britain can dis¬ 
sociate with the US in Vietnam and re¬ 


main m NATO, SEATO and CENTO 
But then again the Left fails to make 
this simple connection Dissociation is 
so many empty words so long as US 
military aircraft remain at Alconbury, 
Lakenheath, MtUlenhnlT, some nine other 
bases, and so long as Polaris submarines 
of the US Navy continue to use Holy 
Loch. 

To turn to my second example of how 
the Left protects the Right. People 
think that the left won a considerable 
victory' over Wilson in the Vietnam de^ 
bate at Scarborough In fact if you 
look at the Cambridge resolution moved 
by Gerry' Steele its import is exactly the 
same ns the Ins Murdoch article It 
speaks very correctly about the complete 
withdrawal of all American troops end 
covers U Thant's point, the Geneva 
Agreements, British dissociation, etc., 
hut again perpetuates the absurd myth 
that Britain is not physically involved in 
the war and therefore instances no 
physical steps that might bo taken So 
Wilson and Brown have only to make a 
few ambiguous speeches ami get away 
with it. Tins they have done aince the 
dissociation resolution last year, they 
will go on doing it and Labour Party 
members will be allowed to cherish the 
illusion that thev have done something 
The only one to profit from this exercise 
is President Johnson, 

HV can only gtt a breakthrough on 
the streets (] for peace in Vietnam) it 
hrst we have a breakthrough in the mind. 
We, ln this country , shore direct mili¬ 
tary and physical responsibility for war 
in Ptifftoi. 

The immediate conclusion is a practi¬ 
cal one It concerns the Autumn Mobi¬ 
lisation demonstrations fixed for October 
21 The overall theme is the ending of 
British support for the US in Vietnam. 
If wc can get this message across, first 
among ourselves, and then more gene¬ 
rally to public opinion, we shall have 
done something of very considerable 
value.

t Before assembling outside the delegate s 
seafront hotel, a down of us made <,mr 
way past testy cops and waiting camera* 
men into the Central Methodist Han, 
taking up pews mid-service w ith a direct 
view of Wilson, Brown, Stewart, etc. 
Frequent glances our way reminded us 
that tough men in power suffer common 
human anxieties, We stared, laughed, 
and tape recorded the Minister of God's 
adviev to the M misters of the Crown for 
future playback. Interruptions were 
unnecessary with Brighton evidently so 
fresh in their memories. As we left we 
were encircled by plain-clothes (of both 
sexesh four of whom tatted us round the 
lawn until pul ofF by our photographer. 

Burly afternoon a grave was dug on the 
beach and a small crowd listened to 
Stan Banks denouncing Labour's com¬ 
plicity in the Vietnam war. behind him 
a banner with legend 4 million dead, 
i million buried and wounded children 
in VietnamAfter a slow procession 
through mar empty streets behind our 
Labour Pony RIP banner, we returned 
to the beach where a much larger crowd 
including a dozen press photographers 
was wailing for the Iasi riles. Ceremonies 
continued with Peter Cadogan reviving 
the long-betrayed policies of the British 
| Labour Party and after each dated avowal 
the pallbearers rhubarbed. Then, with a 
skilful adaptation of the Book of Com¬ 


mon Prayer, Jim Radford tr *bute to 
the corpse of the Labour Party. As the 
coffin was lowered to rest, draped in Stars 
and Stripes and a much smaller Union 
Jack. 'Vietnam' dollar bills fluttered 
mu* the grave. The press cameramen, 
doing their best to stage manage the 
occasion, took their human interest 
pictures. loss sticks were lit over Lhe 
grave. The ceremony over, an unsuccess¬ 
ful attempt was made to involve the 
spectator? by offering them the mike. 
Apparently only one person had views on 
the decease of the party, H Don't go now 
Jack', a woman was heard to say, ‘I want 
to see if there is anything in the coffin’* 
Someone else asked if it wtis a Punch 
and Judy show. 

Had we made our point as we might 
have? During the afternoon we realised 
that, entertained as the spectators were, 
few of them understood why we were 
bury mg the Labour Pa rty. Half the 
trouble was in the choice of happening: 
a burial, Ceremony could only convey 
the ‘special relationship* between Britain 
and the USA through crude symbolism. 
So our happening had to be supplemented 
by speeches. But the happening was all 
the TV programmes featured and all the 
spectators were really curious about. 
Press coverage predictably was mean as 
ever, gave credits to CND and omitted 
any mention that we were burying Wilson 
and the betrayal of Socialism, 

When Peter Cadogan offered the mike 
to one and all and only one person 
responded, exasperation got the better 
of me. Switching the tape recorder on 
close to the mike, I played two minutes 
of vampire laughter as a warning of 
more sinister attacks to come on the body 
politic. 

Afterthought: We should have gone to 
Stockport not Scarborough.

CHRISTIE AND THE 
SCOTTISH OUT EXPRESS 


! rPHF SCOTTISH Daily Express had 
f ^ planned, from the Lime of Stuart 
I Christie's imprisonm^m, by using every 
sentimental device, to present the even¬ 
tual homecoming of a repentant youth 
in bis granny and mother. With hypo¬ 
critical concern, their plans wem into 
operation on Monday, September 17. 
with the anno uncement that Stuart was 
to be released The victims in this plot 
were principally bis mother and later 
on his grandmother The mttt from f he 
'Scottish Daily Express', who were pri¬ 
marily involved, are lan Brown, Wilson 
Russell, James Hustle and David Sharp. 

We now summarise the events the 
Dally Express were chiefly involved in 
during the week of Stuart's homecoming. 
Express reporters invaded Stuart's 
grandmother's home; slept in chairs 
made food and walked in and out at 
will. As a result of these uninvited 
‘guests', Mrs Scott was unable to un¬ 
dress for bed for the several days of 
their stay. They even went as far as 
accompanying her |g a neighbour’s 
house. AM this was to prevent any other 
press men getting near her 

During the week prior to Stuart's 
release the public were fed lies about 
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Stuart singing hymns in prison (the 
only hymn he sang was the ‘Interna¬ 
tionale'). and his wanting 10 get up into 
the Scottish glens. All this was in pre- 
pa rat ton for the return of *a good little 
boy with mummy 1 to ‘see his poor, auld 
granny'. Such i$ the contempt the 
Express has for its readers. 

When the Express found out that 
Stuart had no intention of returning to 
Glasgow immediately, from London, he 
was threatened with the publication of a 
story about 'poor granny waiting in 
vain’. To prepare this, they bad 'im¬ 
prisoned* her in their Glasgow office for 
three hours in order to exhort distressed 
quotes from her To get her in a state 
of apprehension they began by saying : 
'We have bad news for you!* The public 
now knows the background to the 'sob' 
story in the Express of Friday* Sep¬ 
tember 22. 

On the journey from Madrid, the 
Express* hypocritical concern that 
mother and son should be together, was 
shown up for its worth, by the fact that 
they attempted to split Stuart from her 
by offering him a first-class plane ticket, 
(The British Embassy paid his fare 
home.) 

The deciding factor in Stuart's decision 
to remain in London was the discovery 
ihut lhe ‘waning plane' was full of press 
vultures, with the Express well to the 
fore, stage-managing the final leg of the 
' sentimental journey home to grand¬ 
mother'. 

Fortunately Stuart was rescued from 
ihc clutches of the Express by his Anar’ 
cJmt friends But the Express men — 
reporter* or hired thugs not io lie 
beaten, failed the car through the hack 
streets of North London fill they Intfl 
them At one point they even tried to 
bribe the driver of lhe Anarchists car 
not to lose them 

Having lost their 'scoop', and by row 
the laughing stock of Fleet Street, rhe 
Scottish Daily Express produced a 
feature article on Friday, 22, entitled 
'The Hidden The* ugh Is Of Christie* 
Their line had now changed from wishy* 
washy humbug to vicious attack 
And now, to iry and maintain their 
prestige, they are attempting 10 get Mrs. 
Cbrislic to denounce Stuart, presumably 
by stating that she was horrified by his 
confession of guilt and sorry she had 
fought for his releaiwr 
Finally a piece of evidence of lhe 
Express's fly, study cunning. Up until 
Stuart ‘ditched' them, his mother wus 
presented as a widow Widow and son 
suited their sentimental line. But after 
the rebuff to the Express hu stepfather

Council rejected n complaint ngnimt the 
People regarding the conduct of one of 
us reporters, who was said to have con¬ 
tinually harassed an osteopath for an 
interview ami exercised undue pressure 
in the form of a spurious patient. The 
complaint came from flic British Naturo¬ 
pathic and Osteopathic Association, . . , 

Persian gipsies camped in a 200-yard

2 Any time workers on strike are be¬ 
ing abused by Lhe Express, they 
should 'air their grievances' outside 
Lhe Express offices, 

3. Let Glasgow’s left-wingers take 
action outside or inside the Albion 
Street office of the Express. 

4. Use the 'inside' information we get 
from sympathetic journalists und 
printers against the Express. This 
leaflet was compiled from informa¬ 
tion given by ' Express' reporters 
and Stuart Christie. 

Wu would not be nasty enough to 
suggest that thousands of people con¬ 
tinually phone the Express, Bel 3550, 
leave the phone off the hook, and jam 
up the works.

LETTER 

Hyde Park Selling 

Dear Editor, 

Regarding the current attack upon 
literature sellers at Hyde Park, may I 
point out that the police arc. as usual, 
exceeding their powers, and I am speak¬ 
ing from past experience in the pre-war 
unemployed and in the free thought 
movement. 

Two effective Acts l have found, 
which do not seem 10 be at all known 
to the movement today, are the Col- 
portage Act (dating from about 1 B09> and 
the Police and Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act* 1916 (Section V7), Both these 
lay down specific rights in regard to 
selling literature. It is undoubtedly the 
fact that newspaper sellers do noi need a 
street trading licence. None of those 
currently selling commercial newspapers 
in the it reels have one, and this rigid 
has been established by law. If you go 
U> Westminster Council and ask for a 
street trading licence for lilcrutilre, you 
will be informed (as I was when 
approaching on helm If of the NSS some 
ten years ago in a similar police campaign 
at Speakers* Comer) I hat no such licence 
is needed or given 

On lhe question of culportage, although 
(his was originally designed to protect 
religious literature sellers, I think you 
will find fas Guy A Id red did when making 
use of this Act) that the criterion here 
ih that it is non-profit-making, and it 
protects the seller of non-proftl-tmking 
literature, of a propagandist nature, 
There is a clear distinction, as has 
been found over many years in regard 
to meetings and selling, between street 
trading of a purely commercial rraiure 
(hot dog stands, etc.) and the selling of 
PMvUDOM and similar papers which arc 
non-profit-making of 11 propagandist 
character. J. M. Alejukdeh. 


T he FOURTH ANNUAL conference 
of the Anarchist Federation of 
Britain was held in London last weekend 
and was attend ed by over 60 comrades 
from all over the country. 

The first session was devoted to the 
reading of fraternal greetings and group 
reports, Harlow reported (in a printed 
circular) on an interesting year's activity 
and Manchester upon the contact it has 
made with the projected formation of 
an international anarchist library in 
Switzerland. 

Aberdeen and Lewisham have also been 
fairly active. Reports were also received 
from Birmingham and Liverpool. 

The second session contained discus¬ 
sions on the organisation and functions 
of the AFB, as to whether there need 
be a secretariat, a Regional Fed, of 
National Fed. and the need for an 
Internal Bulletin to complement the work 
done by FP. No definite decisions were 
taken on these. 

Various suggestions were passed by 
conference:— 

I, International correspondence of 
AFB to be handled by LFA. 

2, Co-ordination of activity to be 
left with LFA, 

Freedom Press reported to conference 
that it was almost certainly moving to 
Whitechapel, There were not enough 
group sales and more subs, were required. 

A permanent H-page layout was not 
financially feasible at this time. 

* Suggestions made for the improvement 
of Freedom included that it should 
—become less of a movement news¬ 
letter; 

—contain a *new readers start hens' 
feature from lime to time; 

—contain more theory, especially in 
N-pagc issues; 

—when It moves, as now scents 
certain, try to obtain a shop front; 

’- contain mure photos and cartoons 
Stuart'* report on Spain is reported 
elsewhere. 

As regards forthcoming activity, there 
was little discussion regarding Easter or 
May Day, but the Autumn Mobilisation 
was discussed ami details given. It was 
suggested that provincial centres (espe¬ 
cially Manchester J stage their own active 
tie* Lo coincide with this. 

Relations with the Peace Movement 
were discussed* Peter Neville advocating 
a closer co-oper.ition than wn* the con¬ 
sensus of opinion of the conference. It 
was suggested that the Peace Movement 
was of necessity 'reactionary 1 iti the 
true sense* that it reacted to events. 

Camara was discussed* and its 
authoritarian organisation criticised. 
Consensus was in favour of such a con¬ 
ference, but tiB'rimi the present method of 
organisation. 

It was suggested that comrades should 
attempt to attend hflih Carrara and the 


forthcoming Amsterdam Conference if 
they could pay own expenses. It was 
also agreed that the AFB ConfcvtnoQ 
next year should be held prior to Carrara 
in order to 'brief any comrades attending. 

The Sunday morning session started 
with reports on Holland, the split on the 
FAF over Carrara and Le monde 
libertaire . the seeming split in the Italian 
Anarchist Federation was reported os 
being mainly one of the generation gap. 

It is surely true that a standing pro¬ 
cedure was adopted regarding the 
admission of the non-anarchist press; 
and that dosed and open sessions bo 
specified in the agenda. 

The possibility of organising the 
International Camp in England in 1969 
was discussed and a working party on 
this is 10 be set up to investigate sitet* 
organise publicity und make other 
arrangements, 

Publicity was given to the efforts of 
the Cl00 Legal and Welfare Group, the 
NCCL and a little known organisatfoa 
called 'Release', investigation of which 
might prove useful. 

The nest session was on aims and 
principles* but was indecisive owing to 
inadequate preparation. 

It was felt that the AFB should not 
organise activity itself—merely co-ordi¬ 
nate* 

It was inevitable also that there was 
no real consensus regarding the type of 
activity in which anarchists should 
indulge. 

The last session of conference consisted 
of discussion regarding relations with 
other groups. 

It was suggested and rightly that quiet 
subversion of the soldiery and the war 
machine in general was far more profit¬ 
able than all the banner-waving. 

Relations with the NCCL were also 
discussed. 

The AFB is to apply for qualified 
affiliation to the NCCL. 

There was also discussion on the Black 
papers idea. 

In conclusion* discussion at the con¬ 
ference was fairly disciplined. 

Ferhaps judging any conference in 
terms of concrete achievement ii 
unfair, it was goinl to re-establish con¬ 
tact with friends and comrades, and ideas 
from up and down the country,

Even if they had succeeded, they 
must have realised that the 'Govern¬ 
ment must govern’ and that Wilson 
would have continued his ami- 
working-dass policies. But what was 
so sickening was the Miners' Unions 
being appeased by Wilson's decision 
to keep open, until the spring, some 
of the pits that were due to close 
very- shortly. At the TUC in 
Brighton, the Miners’ leaders voted 
against the Government's economic 
policy, but at Scarborough, they 
voted for it. They also backed Mr. 
Callaghan for the treasurcrship of 
the Party* and it is his Department 
that is all for dosing the so-called 
uneconomic pits. 

Mr. Wilson's speech hardly 
touched on the issues that were 
likely to rouse his adversaries. 
Instead of a report of the last 12 
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months, he attacked the Tories, Even 
his single attack on the trade 
unions was only a knock and was 
directed at shop stewards who pre¬ 
vented Government trainees from 
getting jobs. This, of course, gave 
the union officials a chance to 
applaud. Anyway, it seems that 
even that greatest opponent of 
Wilson, Mr, Cousins, was moved to 
join rn the standing ovation at the 
end of the Prime Minister’s speech. 

The Labour Party conference 
holds very little for the rank and file 
trade unionists. The conference has 
nothing to do with policy-making, 
but does, no doubt, give inspiration 
to many Party workers to carry on 
for another year. 

Even industrialists. I think, are 
realising that what is said about 
Socialism by Ministers at conferences 
is merely the consumption of the 
Party’s activists and has nothing to 
do with real policy. 

The Government might be losing 
by-elections now, but there is still a 
long way to go before the next 
General Election. By that lime, the 
economic situation will be brighter 
and the social services slightly 
improved, but the overall picture will 


be of a strengthened capitalist 
system, made so at the expense of 
the working people of this country 
They might have voted with their 
feel at Walthamstow, but there has 
to be an alternative. Anarchism is a 
practical alternative to the power 
structure of our present society. A 
Labour or any other Government 
only serve the interests of a minority 
who own and control the means 
and the raw materials of production. 

The trade union leaderships arc 
part of this power structure and are 
an integral part, necessary to control 
and discipline the rank and file. Mr. 
Cousins and other 'Left Wingers’ 
might be opposed to the policies of 
the Government, but if they lead 
this opposition by calling on their 
members to take action, then the 
whole situation might get out of 
hand. 

The Government will continue 
to govern and the only real opposi¬ 
tion will come from those people 
who are affected by the policies 
and who see that the only way of 
fighting them is by direct action, 
whether at work, on the council 
estate or in the High Street.

itjTE THE LONDON Bui Id mg Workers 
Joint Sites Committee feel it is 
necessary' to answer the distortion con¬ 
tained in the Cameron Report. 

The Myton Dispute arose because 
three Steelfixcrs were sacked, while the 
whole site was on a Work-lo-Rule due 
lo a bonus dispute. Normal working 
was resumed on the instructions of the 
NFBTO Executive, on November 3, 1966, 
to allow the Dispute to be resolved. 
Even uvhile Trade Union officials and 
Myton representatives were in negotia¬ 
tions Myton Management were pre¬ 
paring for the dismissal of all workers 
the next day. This is what caused the 
Myton dispute that has tasted 1 1 months. 

Myton’s have sacked every worker on 
the site, then insisted that work could 
only be resumed if the Shop Stewards 
and steelfixers were kept outside the 
gate. The scandal is that the NFBTO 
leaders agreed with these arrogant 
demands. But the workers refused to 
betray their stewards and continued to 
be Locked Out 

On Suntey’s Site, the management on 
October 24, 1966, without consultation 
tore up a Bonus Agree meat which had 
been in operation on the site for 12 
months. Before the Dispute at a meeting 
of Sir Cecil Mant and Mr Chadwick 
of the Ministry of Works, three Sunley 
bosses and L Mills — President of 
National Federation of Building Trade 
Operatives. Mills, ASW Executive 
Council member, was alleged to have 
advised sacking the Works Committee. 
If this was true it would surely explain 
the employers’ ad ion. The Court refuses 
to state whether it was true or not. We 
wonder why? 

Accept the Stewards' Fads 
and not Cameron's Fiction 

The above were the real 'causes and 
circumstances of the disputes’. The 
alleged 'disruption, and illegitimate and 
mischievous activity 1 was the Work, not 
of the Stewards or the Joint Sites Com¬ 
mittee, but of the employers, Ministry 
of Works and right wing Trade Union 
Officials. 

Since when has the right of workers to 
Work-to-Rule become a crime? It has 
happened scores of times among 
McGarvcy's Union members. They know 
how they’ve been abused and ’given the 
treatment’ about shipyard demarcation 
disputes. 

Cameron accuses Myton Federation 
Stewards, Lou Lewis and the London 
Building Workers Joint Sites Committee 
of actions 'to further by illegitimate 
means’ (he Committee's policy of fighting 
the Government’s Incomes standstill, 
Since when has opposition to wage 
freeze, unemployment and anti-trade 
union legislation become illegal? If it is 
then the TUC should be in the dock and 
especially McGamy who moved the 
successful resolution at Brighton for the 
repeal of the Prices & Incomes Act. 


Any worker will understand that 450 
men on My Ions and Sun ley’s labourers 
and tradesmen, young and old, English, 
Scots, Welsh, Irish and West Indian, etc., 
would never have struggled for 11 
months, picketed, sacrificed, faced Labour 
Exchange and National Assistance inter¬ 
rogators, legal harassment and press 
distortion unless they had the deepest 
sense of grievance, belief in the justice 
of their struggle and in the honesty of 
their Stewards.

We have come a long way since the 
woodworker pioneers withstood fines, the 
pillory and even severance of an car to 
establish TU organisation. Cameron 
or no one else will turn the clock back. 
Unity is strength An injury to one is 
an injury lo all. Long live our hard 
won Trade Union rights! 
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I F THE GOVERNMENT, the manage¬ 
ments of Sun leys and Mytons and 
the executives of the building trade 
unions believe that all their troubles are 
over with the publication of the Cameron 
Report, then they had bettor think again. 
This report has been rejected by a 
groat number of building workers. 
Branches have been sending in resolutions 
to their executives, calling for a complete 
rejection of the report and, more import¬ 
ant, meetings on the sites have done the 
same. 

On the two crucial sites, Laings and 
Turriffs on the Barbican, adjacent to the 
Myton site. the men have affirmed their 
support for the Myton strikers. This 
decision was taken despite the presence 
of a district official of the Transport and 
General Workers* Union, who said the 
men ought to accept the Cameron 
Report. Stewards on these two sites 
say that the men have never been so 
determined in their support. 

An attempt to open Mytons is expected 
shortly, but it is felt that those who are 
asked to return will not do so unless the 
six stewards return with them. Lord 
Cameron recommended that the site be 
re-opcned without them, in line with the 
union-management agreement made last 
February. The two unions, who all 
along have recognised the Sunley dispute, 
are saying that they want their members 
back stewards and not as recommended 
by the report. After all, this is the 
least they could do in the circumstances 
as they have given official support all this 
time. The other unions are following 
the Cameron recommendations. 

What these two disputes have brought 
about is a struggle by a large section of 
the rank and file against their union 
executives, who lime and time again 
have made agreements contrary to the 
wishes of their members. In 1961, they 
agreed to give away the tea-break and 
only unofficial strikes restored the posi¬ 
tion In 1963, they agreed to a three- 
year package deal giving only 9Id, for 
craftsmen and less for labourers. And 
this was after a week's strike on selected 
sites, during which the executives of the 
union asked the London Building Joint 
Sites Committee to organise a march and 
a mass meeting at Speakers’ Corner. Since 
then there has been another package 
deal, part of which was frozen for six 
months. 

The union executives are now using 
the Cameron Report to attack any mili¬ 
tants. My own union, the Amalgamated 
Society of Woodworkers, has sent round 
to the branches a long summary of the 
report, in which they draw attention to 
the attack on the Joint Sites Committee. 
They then carry out one of the recom¬ 
mendations of the Report and advise their 
members neither to support or give 
financial assistance to the Joint Sites. 

The employers, at a Central Council 
meeting of the National Federation of 
Building Trade Employers, not sur¬ 
prisingly have accepted the Cameron 
Report. All builders were urged to 
study it ‘over and over again', for its 
importance to their business l in whatever 
part of the country they may be'. 
STEWARDS' CREDENTIALS 
REMOVED 

This report will obviously be used by 


Cameron Report According to the union 
executives, building workers are not 
allowed to discuss a document which 
concerns their interests. 

Despite this, the meeting went cm as 
planned. The speakers were stewards 
from building sites who had supported 
the pickets at Mytons and Sunley* and 
Kevin Halpin. late convenor of stewards 
a! Fords. He had also been a victim of a 
Cameron Inquiry, this time at Briggs, a 
company that was later taken over by 
Fords Rro. Halpin said that while 
Bro, McGarvcy. leader of the Boiler-1 
makers Union and mover of the resolu-fl 
tions at the TUC against the Govern*! 
meat's incomes policy, had signed the j 
present Cameron Report* Bro. Boyd, a 
right winger now running for CurronVl 
job in the Amalgamated Engineering! 
Union, had refused to sign the report] 
on Briggs. Bro, Halpin quoted pracily 
cally identical passages attacking stewards^ 
from both of the reports. 

The two other speakers said that iheyj 
fell that if the Cameron recommend*/ 
tions were carried out, democracy at site! 
level would be put in a straitjacket. 
Perhaps Mytons were given similar! 
advice on sacking the Works Committee, 
as Mr, Mills gave Sunleys. A resolution 
was accepted by the meeting, condemning 
the Cameron Report and pledging support 
for full re -employment of all discharged 
workers on the two sites, 

VESTED INTEREST AT WORK? 

Union executives obviously do not 
want loo much discussion on the 
Cameron Report, but there is more to 
it than this. Brunei University Works 
Committee had negotiated and fought 
for site agreements, from Wimpcys. that 
were far better than any achieved by the 
union executives and this was an embar¬ 
rassment to the latter. It is not beyond 
the realms of possibility that Mr, Frank 
Taylor, head of Taylor Woodrow, the 
parent company of Mytons. got in touch 
with the heads of Wimpeys and told 
them that a Works Committee on one of 
their sites was organising this meeting, 
Mr. Taylor also has a vested interest in 
that he does not want the Cameron 
Report discussed too much, in case it 
affects the chances of opening up his 
Myton site. In fact, is it not just pos¬ 
sible that union leaders attended one of 
those informal meetings with manage¬ 
ments. during which no minutes are 
recorded, and which Lord Cameron 
favours in his report, in these words: 
‘Such meetings and discussions arc of 
regular occurrence in industry and have 
a proved and recognised value in the 
promotion of good industrial relations. 

The average rank and filer is only too 
aware of these ‘good industrial relations*, 
but these occur solely between the union 
leaders and the management. It h 
because of these relations that on a lot 
of building sites the conditions are 
bad and bonus earnings are at a mini¬ 
mum. This is why the Joint Sites 
Committee is so essential to co-ordinate 
the activities of stewards, to bring jobs 
closer so that one can assist another. 

The Joint Sites Committee and any 
Works Committee who support the 
Myton and Sunley disputes arc liable 
to be attacked by their union executives 
and Federation, These are just as 


employers to break effective union determined lo smash militancy as is any 

employer and are, in fact in a better 
position to do this. However, if these 
attacks can be defeated and victories are 
won. with a full return, as stewards, at 
Mytons and Sunkys, then it will not be 
long before the members start turning 
out these reactionary executives, if they 
have not already started.
